Mr. 8. Parrisu, South Edmonton, ha’ 
returved from a six week’s trip to Fort Mc" 
Leod, Calgary and other distant points 
where he has been -interviewing buyers 
relative to the purchase of oats and coal 
and other marketable products. He return- 
ed on Thursday, accompanied by his 
daughter Bertha of Calgary. 


Cuas, E. Rosertsox, the Dominion 
government steamboat inspector, has re- 
turned to Winnipeg after making an inspec- 
tion of the steamers on the northwestern 
lakes and the Saskatchewan river. A Free 
Press reporter, who had an interview with 
him on his return, says: *‘ He brought back 
with him some curious specimens of con- 
glomerate rocks, petrified wood from the 
hearts of some big trees, coal from the 
mines at Edmonton and sandstone. Build- 
ing a boat at Edmontog, he followed the 
Saskatchewan river and was exposed to two 
very severe thunder storms, one of which 
lasted four days and thé other two. For 
four days he journeyed im wet clothes, but 
on the fifth day the stn came out and he 
dried himself. For 300 miles he never saw 
a human being and thinks it possible to 
have too much of the Alexander Selkirk 
style of life. Along the banks of the Atha- 
basea, said Mr. Robertson, a kind of coal 
tar lies on the surface in large deposits. 
Black liquid and strong smeiling. The 
people boil it down and use it for tarring 
their boats.” 


A LetTrer forwarded to J. Fletcher, 
Dominion entomologist, relative to the 
seventeen year locust, has elicited the fol- 
lowing reply : ‘Ido not think it would be 
safe to record this insect as occurring with 
you, without actually seeing the specimens. 
It is extremely unlikely that the species 
was the true so-called seventeen year locust 
(cicada septemdecim), and indeed I am 
quite doubtful whether it has occurred any- 
where in Canada except on the eXtreme 
southern border of Ontario. The green one 
you mention as found in Ontario, is the 
Cicada canaleularis, or dog-day Cicada. 
There is another species which answers to 
your description, rather similar to the last 
named, which is called Cicada tibicen. The 
seventeen year locust is intermediate in size 
between these two, and is bright orange-red 
and biack in color. Iam sorry you have 
lost the specimens, as it would have veen a 
valuable scientific record to know exactly 
which species you caught. Without know- 
ing all three species very well it would be 
impossible for anyone to name them from 
the song alone.” 


Mrs. Emma SHAw CoLc even, adventur- 
ess and lecturer, left on Friday’s train for 
Regina on her way to Winnipeg. Mrs. 
Colcleugh is on her return home from the 
delta of the McKenzie river, within the 
Arctic circle, where she has_ been on a trip 
for pleasure and profit. Her trip occupied 
a little over three months and was one of 
interest throughout, although she does not 
by any means recommend others to take it 
if they only seek for pleasure. Mrs. 
Colcleugh left Athabasca Landing on May 
28th by the H. B. Co.’s steamer Athabasca, 
proceeding down the river to Grand Rapids 
where epen boats, termed sturgeon heads, 
manned by Indians, took them over the 97 
miles of rapids that intervene between there 
and Ft. McMarry. At Ft. McMurry the 
S. S. Grahame was taken via Ft. Chipwyan 
connecting with the 8. 8S. Wrigley at Ft. 
Smith. From Smith’s Landing Mrs. Col- 
cleugh made a side trip of 300 miles up the 
Peace river as far as what is known as the 
shoots. This trip has never been heretofore 
made by any lady traveller, neither indeed 
has the trip to the delta of the McKenzie 
with one exception, that of Miss Taylor, 
daughter of Consul Taylor, who made the 
trip three years ago. A trip up Peel river 
as far as Ft. McPherson was another side 
trip of more than passing interest made by 
this lady. At the delta of the McKenzie 
Mrs. Colcleugh experienced the novelty of 
entering the snow huts of the Esquimaux 
and seeing the interior of these primitive 
abodes of habitation, the entrance to which 
is so small that visitors must go down on 
their knees te enter. Mrs. Colcleugh found 
entering these huts much easier than getting 
out, for after she had entered the husky 
dogs, curious about the intention of her 
presence, persisted in keeping their noses 
inside the doorway and making the air 
vibrate with their lusty bark. The mode 
of travel in this district is exclusively by 
dog sled, the Esquimaux using them to 
bring their wares from the coast up the 


narrow strips of land where the McKenzie | 


enters itself, to trade at the H. B. posts. 
Mrs. Colcleugh will use her experience here 
for illustrating lecture and magazine work. 
She took over 200 photoes with her kodak 
and also secured ivory ornaments from the 
Esquimaux, bone knives, used for cutting 
snow to make huts with, spear heads, pipes, 
arrows, drums, ete. These she will keep 


as mementos of her trip. In returning, the 


waters of the Athabasca were very low, 
necessitating her being thirteen days in the 
open boats instead of a day and a half. 
Her many friends in Winnipeg are anxious- 
ly awaiting her return. They will find her 
looking exceedingly well and very much 
sunburnt, a vindictiveness that the chinooks 
of this western clime take especial delight 
in inflicting upon the eastern fair.

They say that the crops 
in this vicinity are the finest they ever saw 
in their lives. Such cabbages, turnips,roots 
and grains they never saw anywhere else. 
Their homesteads are situated all together 
near Sick Man’s lake, about six miles this 
side of Beaver lake. Homesteads for 15 
were taken up as other families are sure to 
follow.

Owing to the absence of Mr. Haultain at 
Banff, whither he had gone to confer with 
the minister of the interior and the lieu- 
tenant governor, a great deal of the busi- 
ness set down for the day was passed over. 

The bill to incorporate the parishes of 
the church of England diocese of Saskatche- 
wan was passed through committee of the 
whole. 

The bill to amend 
municipal ordinance was 
committee. 

Davidson chairman of the select commit- 
tee appointed to consider the ordinance, 
said that the committee had made a number 
of amendments to the bill as introduced, 
but that throughout its greater part and in 
essential particulars the bill was the same. 

Oliver said that a comparison of the bill 
introdueed by Haultain, read a second 
time and referred to the select committee 
with the bill now before the committee led 
him to believe that instead of the bill hav- 
ing been amended by the committee a new 
bill had been substituted for it, differing 
from it in principles and details. The 
select committee had not had time to make 
the changes involved in the substituted 
bill and give them that careful attention 
the importance of the subject demanded. 
The house being unacquainted with the 
new principles introduced would be in a 
still worse position to ensure that the bill 
when passed would be satisfactory and work- 
able. It would be far safer and better to 
deal directly with the consolidation intro- 
duced by Mr. Haultain, with the provisions 
contained in which most of the members 
were familar, and which could therefore be 
amended more intelligently by the commit- 
tee than the new ordinance with which they 
were not familiar. He moved that the 
committee refer back to section one of the 
bill for the purpose of considering the bill 
as introduced by Mr. Haultain. 

Davidson said that the select committee 
had given the bill most careful attention 
and that it would be found much easier to 
deal with than the cosolidation originally 
introduced. 

Mowat explained that he had taken an 
active part in framing, the provisions for the 
bill now in committee. That he had adopt- 
ed provisions from the municipal act of 
Manitoba, the municipal act of Ontario, 
the charter jncorporating the city of Cal- 
gary and the former municipal ordinance. 
The arrangement of the sections was much 
better under the present bill than under 
the one introduced by Mr. Haultain. 

The motion to revert to the bill as intro- 
duced was defeated by a vote of 8 to 7. 

The consideration of the bill was then 
continued in committee during the after- 
noon.

Oliver moved ‘ That it is desirable that 
legislation be passed to prohibit the traffic 
in intoxicating liquors in the Northwest 
Territories.” In support of the motion he 
said that when the liquor license ordinance 
was being passed by the house three years 
ago not a single petition had been sent in 
against it. This would seem to indicate 
that the people at that time were disposed 
to believe that the proposed license system 
would be animprovmentoverthe prohibitory 
law as it had existed. With three years 
experience of license the feeling against<t 
had grown at least to the proportions indi- 
cated by the petitions which had been pre- 
sented to the house at this session. For 
his own part he believed that the sale of 
intoxicating liquor had increased greatly 
under the hquor traffic and that the evils 
of the traflic had increased proportionately. 
Believing that the liquor traffic was an evil, 
and that the license system increased that 
evil, he felt it to be his duty as a member 
of the house charged with full responsibility 
of legislating on this matter, to move the 
resolution, 

Cayley opposed a prohibitory law be- 
cause such a law could only be enforced by 
giving the mounted police the right of such 
in houses. 


Mowat moved in amendment to the re- 
solution that the license law should remain 
until a plebiscite had been taken. He 
spoke in favor of a plebiscite. 

McKay favored a plebiscite. 

Dill seconded the original motion, but 
thought if it couid not be carried a plebis- 
cite would be the next best thing. 


Magrath was a total abstainer, but 
would not vote against both motion and 
amendment. 


Betts would vote against both motion 
and amendment and moved in amendment

There have been no 
other obstructions. ~With the trail only, 
the pink block and block X are worth 31000 
Block A benefits as much as block X. This 
new street would benefit Jasper Avenue 
lots from 1 to 10 east. 

Xe-examined by Mr. Emery. Block A 
would not benefit as much as block X be- 
cause block A has an outlet on Jasper Ave. 
and on the south as well. Block X derives 
a special benefit fom the opening of Me- 
Dougall street extension over and above the 
surrounding property. 

Donald Ross sworn, said. 1 have been 
residing here 22 years and have dealt with 
real estate. Block X and the pink block 
with no outlet is worth $3000 ; but Lassume 
that lot 1 and the 16 feet is an outlet. With 
no outlet whatever it is worth $1000. With 
the trail only $2000. With the trail and 
street by McDougall street extension, block 
X is worth $3000. With no trail but lot 1 
and the 16 feet a street the pink block and 
block X are worth $2400. I would make it 
worth that money by making the pink 
block a street. Block X is increased with 
no trail and with McDougall street exten- 
sion il is worth 20 per cent more. Block X 
with no trail; but with the new street. 
alone reaps a _ special benefit of 
$1000 at least, with the trail also, 
it would benefit $600 by the new street. 
Block Y without the trail and without the 
new street is worth $75 per acre. With the 
trail and the new street block Y is increas- 
ed in value 5 per cent. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Bown. The open- 
ing of the new street benefits my estate 
and river lot 6, also McCauley’s 
property. It is a benefit to the 
Jasper Avenue lots on river ‘ot 8, also on 
river lot 6. I think it benefits the whole 
town asa public street. It increases the 
value of Jasper Avenue lots near tke street. 
The trail, as spoken about has existed 22 
years. With the trail, lot 1 and the 16 
feet streets, the pink block and block X 
would be worth $3000. With the pink 
block taken away and made a street, block 
X would be worth $3000. 

Re-exainined by Mr. Emery. Part of 
Daly's store and about 18 feet of John 
Cameron’s cover the trail. 


The arbitrators then adjourned until 8 p. 

Robert- 
son Was sworn. ‘ 


To Mr. Emery he said. I have been a 
resident of Edmonton for 10 years and have 
been engaged in farming, as auctioneer, 
dupty sheriff, valuator and appraiser for 
loan companies. Block X and the pink 
block are worth nothing if there were no 
outlets to Jasper Avenue. I might venture 
a few hundred dollars as a matter of specu- 
lation. I might venture $300 with the hope 
of purchasing an outlet. With McDougall 
street extension alone it would sell for $1500 
to $1800. With McDougall street extension 
and the trail. I think block X to be worth 
$2150. With no trail, lot 1 and the ad- 
joining 16 feet a street, block X and the 

ink block would be worth $1500 to $1600 
mee I would give the pink block as a 
street ; but with the trail also a street the 
two blocks would be worth $2150. If I 
could get a 50 feet street by giving the pink 
block, i) would make a difference ot $350 to 
$500. 1 would deduct the sum. There 
would be $75 to a $100 off each lot in 
valuation. With no trail and McDougall 
street extension, only block X would speci- 
ally benefit by $1200. With the street and 
trail block X derives a special benetit to the 
extent of 8600 above the value of the pink 
block. Ido not consider the trail is an 
advantage to the property if it is in dispute. 
In my valuations I have always taken into

Cross-examined by Mr. Bown. Block X 
and the pink block with trail alcne is worth 
$1500. The opening of McDougall street 
would benefit block A also the property 
along Jasper Avenue. Block X and pink 
block with 99 feet trail between ‘“‘c” and 
**d” to Methodist church and Ross grade is 
worth $500 to $600. 


Thos. Bellamy sworn, said. I have re- 
sided here 2 years and 6 months. Block X 
and the pink block, without any outlet to 
Jasper Avenue ; but one to First street and 
the river would only be of use as a private 
residence, and worth $200 or 3300. Under 
the same cenditions and McDougrll street 
extension the lots would be worth $250 
each. Lots facmg the cliff areas yaluable 
as those on McDougall street. Lots on 
McDougali street are not desirable for 
residence. They would be more desirable 
for livery stable or blacksmith stands. If 
the trail is in dispute, the value of block X 
is the same as without a trail. With the 
trail and lot 1 and the 16 feet as a street the 

ink block and block X would be worth 8 
ots at $200 each using the pink block as a 
lot. With the trail or no trail they would 
be worth $450. Block X, by my giving the 
pink block to continue McDougall street, 
would reduce the valuation 25 per cent 
without the trail. With or without the 
trail the opening of McDougall street is a 
special benefit to block X to the extent of 
$800 or $900.

With 
the trail McDougall street extension would 
be a special benefit to block X to the ex- 
tent of $1000. With the trail in dispute 
and no extension ot McDougall street. it 
would lessen the value of the property upon 
the assumption that the trail was formerly 
in use. if no trail, ora disputed trail, the 
opening of McDougall street would especi- 
ally benefit block X to the extent of $1000. 
My valuations have been made knowing the 
jog of 10 feet on Jasper Avenue. 


Cross-examined by Mr. Bown. Special 
benefit means, special to the property itself; 
general benefit, to all properties. I cali it 
special to blocks A and X and general to 
all others. 

Matthew McCauley re-called says. A 
disputed trail would not add to the value of 
block X or the pink block. I would rather 
bury a trail than fight one. Assuming then 
there is a disputed trail or no trail and the 
jog in the extension of McDougall street, 
the special benefit to block X would be 
$1000. With the trail not in dispute, $600. 
a is over and above the value of the pink 

lock. 


C. Gallagher recalled says to Mr. Emery. 
lf the trail ran within 20 feet 6 inches of 
point ‘‘a”, block X and _ the pink block 
would decrease 3400 from my former valua- 
tion if there was no McDougall street ex- 
tension. A disputed trail is the same as no 
trail. If ah undisputed trail exists and Mc- 
Dougall street is extended, block X gets a 
special benefit of $1000 for the extension. 
The special benefit is the same with the 
trail. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Bown. Seeing 
that the east boundary of the pink block is 
282 feet, I take off $300 of my valuation. 


Mr. Bown here admits that Hulbert was 
paid by the town $1500 for lot 1 and $400 
to Mr. Burns for the 16 feet without evi- 
dence to prove it. 

The arbitration then adjourned until Fri- 
day at 2 p. m.

Entry may be made personally at the local land 
office for the district in which the land to be taken 
is situate or if the homesteader desires he may, on 
application to the Minister of the Interior, Ottawa, or 
the Commissicuer of Dominion Lands, Winnipeg, 
receive authority for some one to be named by the 
intending settler near the local office to make the 
entry for him. Entry fee $10, or if cancelled land $20. 

DUTIES. 


Under the present law homestead duties may be 
performed in three ways, to be decided on making 
entry : 

1. Three years’ cultivation and residence, during 
which period the settler may not be absent for more 
than six months in any one year withont forfeiting 
the entry. 

APPLICATION FOR PATENT 


may be made before the local agent, or any home- 
stead inspector. 

Six Months’ Notice Must be Given in Writing to the 
Commissioner of Dominion Lands by a Settler of his 
Intention Prior to Making Application for Patent. 

PRE-EMPTIONS are by law ABOLISHED, and may 
not be entered for after 1st January, 1890. 

A Second Homestead. 
may be taken by anyone who has performed the 
duties to entitle him to a certificate of recommenda- 
tion for the first homested on or prior to the second 
day of June, 1889. 

Forfeited or cancelled Pre-Emptions may be taken 
as second homesteads. 

All communications having reference to lands 
under control of the Dominion Government, lying 
between the castern boundary of Manitoba and the 
Pacific Coast should be addressed to.
